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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 14-17, 20 and 28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Miracle et al., as applied in the previous office action. Compositions 
according to the reference can be formulated using granulation equipment, making 
obvious the idea of granulation and extrusion out of an aqueous slurry. However, 
applicant's declaration shows that compositions dried as a result of extrusion are 
different from compositions which are dried, but not as a result of extrusion. This gives 
weight to the product-by-process language of the composition claims, and makes the 
method claims allowable over the reference as well.
